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INTERIM  MEETING  OF  THE  GOVERNING  BOARD  ,v 

An  interim  meeting  of  the  governing  board  of  C.S.N.S.  was  held  in 
Chicago,  Sunday,  October  31,  1955  during  the  Chicago  Coin  Club  annual 
banquet  meeting.  Business  transacted  included: 

1.  The  acceptance  of  a contribution  of  $50.00  to  the  society  from  the 
Detroit  Coin  Club,  such  contribution  to  be  ear-marked  for  use  only  if 
or  when  needed  to  help  defray  the  expense  of  future  conventions. 

2.  A report  of  the  incorporation  of  C.S.N.S.  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  III  inois  as  a non  profit  organization.  The  charter,  effective  May  16, 
1955  was  on  display. 

3.  It  was  decided  that  CSNS  should  be  listed  in  The  Numismatist  among 
the  clubs  belonging  to  that  organization  and  also  in  the  club  directory 
published  periodically  by  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine. 

4.  Award  ribbons  for  exhibits  at  CSNS  conventions  to  be  furnished  by 
CSNS  as  well  as  a best  in  show  plaque. 

5.  Suggested  changes  in  the  rules  and  regulations  for  exhibits  and  the 
point  system  of  judging  were  considered  and  agreed  upon.  The  revised 
rules  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  the  SENTINEL. 

6.  The  secretary  furnished  details  of  a membership  drive  after  the  Detroit 
convention.  Letters  were  sent  to  232  non  member  registrants  resulting 
in  the  reinstatement  of  six  old  members  and  applications  from  40  new 
members.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  conduct  a similar  drive  after 
the  Indianapolis  convention. 

7.  Leo  Terry  reported  on  progress  of  plans  for  the  1956  CSNS  convention 
in  Indianapolis. 

8.  A committee  consisting  of  Lee  F.  Hewitt,  chairman,  Lillard  W.  Culver 
and  I.  T.  Kopicki  was  appointed  to  submit  nominations  for  officers  and 
governors  of  CSNS  for  the  fiscal  year  May  I,  1956  to  April  30,  1957. 

9.  Invitation  of  the  Missouri  Numismatic  Society  to  be  host  to  the  CSNS 
1957  convention  was  accepted.

MORE  BOOKER  T.  WASHINGTON  HALVES? 

If  a bill  (H.R.  9677)  which  Victor  L.  Ansfuso  of  New  York  introduced 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  March  I becomes  law,  coin  collectors 
will  again  have  the  dubious  pleasure  of  buying  more  Booker  T.  Washington 
commemorative  half  dollars.  The  proposal  is  "to  commemorate  the  life 
and  perpetuate  the  ideals  and  teachings  of  Booker  T.  Washington  in  con- 
nection with  the  centennial  anniversary  of  his  birth." 

All  Booker  T.  Washington's  and  W'ashington-Carver's  that  have  been 
returned  to  the  U.  S.  Treasury  shall  be  melted  down  and  there  shall  then 
be  coined  "a  number  of  50-cent  pieces  (not  exceeding  100,000)  equal  to 
the  number  of  coins  returned  . . . such  new  50-cent  pieces  ...  of  a special 
appropriate  design  to  be  fixed  by  the  Secretary."  Such  coins  shall  be  issued 
only  upon  the  request  of  and  distributed  by  the  Booker  T.  Washington 
National  Memorial  Foundation,  with  none  to  be  issued  after  Jan.  31,  1958. 

If  passed  this  year,  these  coins  could  be  struck  during  three  years,  1956, 
1957  and  1958.  This  would  seem  to  be  plenty  of  commemoration  tor  BTW, 
as  the  first  series  was  struck  for  six  years,  1946  through  1951,  and  the 
second,  1951  through  1954.  The  bill  was  referred  to  the  House  Banking 
and  Currency  Committee. 
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DUES 


The  regular  membership  dues  are  $1.00  per  year.  Our  society  year  runs 
from  May  I of  one  year  to  April  30  of  the  next.  If  your  membership  card 
shows  dues  paid  to  April  30,  1956  please  send  $1.00  to  the  secretary  for 
renewal  of  membership  for  the  coming  year.  Much  of  the  dollar  is  used 
for  stationery,  postage  and  printing  the  SENTINEL.  By  sending  your  dollar 
promptly  (check,  money  order  or  currency)  you  can  save  postage,  stationery 
and  the  time  of  the  secretary.  It  is  a big  job  to  get  out  around  400  notices, 
address  envelopes,  stuff,  stamp,  etc.  The  society  does  not  have  addresso- 
graph  stencils  so  each  operation  must  be  manual  and  takes  much  time. 
The  secretary's  job  may  well  be  called  a "labor  of  love."  The  $25.00  a year 
received  by  him  does  not  cover  the  extra  telephone  calls,  extra  meals  and 
hotel  expense  and  the  many  little  things  which  cannot  easily  be  recorded. 

It  will  help  a great  deal  if  all  members  who  read  this  appeal  will  im- 
mediately send  renewal  dues  of  $1.00  to  the  secretary.  It  takes  about  two 
weeks  to  process  such  remittances  because  Central  States  work  is  usually 
done  on  week  ends  and  after  the  membership  cards  are  prepared  they  must 
be  sent  to  the  president  for  his  signature  and  returned  to  the  secretary 
for  mailing.  (We  tried  sending  addressed  and  stamped  envelopes  to  the 
president  with  the  cards  but  the  small  saving  of  time  in  delivery  of  cards 
to  members  did  not  compensate  for  the  added  postage  expense.) 

Other  ways  in  which  you  can  help  yourself  as  well  as  the  secretary: 
Notify  the  secretary  promptly  of  change  of  address.  Notify  the  secretary 
of  errors  in  spelling  of  names  or  addresses.  With  each  dues  card  the 
secretary  sends  a blank  CSNS  application  for  membership.  If  you  know 
of  someone  who  is  not  a member  see  if  you  can  get  him  to  join.  We  think 
that  all  members  who  pay  $1.00  per  year  for  membership  in  CSNS  get 
good  value  for  their  money.

Several  sessions  are  planned  and  almost  every  collector  will  be  interested 
in  some  numismatic  ifems  offered. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  NUMISMATIC  EXHIBITS 
AT  ANNUAL  CONVENTIONS  OF 
CENTRAL  STATES  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY 
(As  revised  October  30,  1955) 

WHO  MAY  EXHIBIT  — Any  collector  of  numismatic  material,  who  is  a 
member  of  any  National,  Regional  or  Local  Club,  may  enter  an  exhibit 
at  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Society. 

ELIGIBILITY  — For  an  exhibitor  to  be  eligible  for  the  use  of  display  cases, 
an  entry  blank  must  be  filled  out  and  sent  or  given  to  a member  of  the 
Exhibit  Committee  at  least  15  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Convention. 
Dealers'  exhibits  are  not  eligible  for  awards.  Other  exhibitors  should  indicate 
whether  or  not  their  exhibits  are  to  be  entered  in  competition  and  the  class 
in  which  their  exhibits  are  to  be  judged.  All  exhibits  must  be  the  bona  fide 
property  of  the  exhibitor.  All  numismatic  items  not  genuine  should  be 
properly  described. 

ASSIGNMENT  OF  CASES  — Cases  will  be  assigned  in  the  order  of  receipt 
of  Entry  Blanks  and  the  number  of  cases  allotted  to  each  exhibitor  shall  be 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Host  Club.  Exhibits"  shall  be  numbered  and 
the  names  of  exhibitors  shall  not  be  visible  until  after  the  judging  and 
awarding  of  prizes,  unless  the  exhibit  is  not  entered  in  competition.  Unless 
cases  reserved  for  exhibits  are  used  within  twnty-four  hours  after  the  opening 
of  a convention  such  unused  cases  may  be  reassigned  to  other  exhibitors. 

NO  SINGLE  EXHIBIT  may  be  entered  in  more  than  one  Classification  but 
any  exhibitor  may  make  more  than  one  exhibit  provided  he  files  a separate 
application  for  each  exhibit  and  indicates  the  class  in  which  it  is  to  be 
judged  if  entered  in  competition. 

SECURITY  — The  Host  Club  shall  provide  police  protection  and  insurance 
24  hours  a day  covering  the  exhibits  from  the  time  the  convention  starts 
until  the  official  closing  time. 

COMMERCIALISM  — Exhib  its  for  "commercial"  purposes  are  prohibited 
although  an  exhibit  may  be  made  by  a dealer  and  his  business  card  may  be 
displayed  as  identification. 

AWARDS  — To  stimulate  the  making  of  exhibits,  those  exhibits  entered 
into  competition  will  be  reviewed  by  a committee  of  three  or  more  judges. 
Decisions  of  the  judges  shall  be  final.  Judging  shall  be  done  as  early  in  the 
convention  as  is  practical  and,  if  exhibits  are  deemed  worthy,  first,  second 
and  third  place  awards  shall  be  made  in  each  classification. 
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BEST  IN  SHOW  — A Best  In  Show  plaque  will  be  awarded  to  one  of.Tjiie 
first  place  winners.  Best  in  Show  plaque  will  not  be  awarded  twice  to  the 
same  person  for  substantially  the  same  exhibit.  (A  list  of  previous  winners 
of  Best  in  Show  should  be  furnished  to  the  judges  for  their  guidance.) 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  EXHIBITS: 

(1)  United  States  coins. 

(2)  Coins  prior  to  1500  A.D. 

(3)  Foreign  coins  after  1500  A.D. 

(4)  Paper  Money  — all  kinds. 

(5)  Medals,  Medallic  Art,  and  Ord  ers  & Decorations. 

(6)  Miscellaneous,  Specialized,  and  other  exhibits  not  covered  by 
classes  I to  5 inclusive. 

POINT  SYSTEM  OF  JUDGING:  — Exhibits  shall  be  judged  on  a point" 
basis.  Points  shall  be  determined  by  use  of  the  following  table  of  standards: 


STANDARDS  FOR:  Maximum  Points 

(1)  Numismatic  information  conveyed  to  the  viewer  30 

(2)  Arrangement,  Neatness  and  Eye-appeal  30 

(3)  Originality  of  exhibit  15 

(4)  Comparative  completeness  of  material  exhibited  15 

(5)  Comparative  condition  of  material  exhibited  5 

(6)  Rarity  and/or  value  of  material  exhibited  5 


Maximum  total  points  100 

Note:  Comparative  completeness  and  condition  will  be  judged  on  the 


amount  of  exhibit  space  used  in  relation  to  the  exhibitor's  description  of 
his  exhibit  and  in  relation  to  the  Class  in  which  entered.

This  is  the  way  coin  collectors  reach  the  public  each 
year  and  recruit  new  members  to  the  hobby.  Your  participation  in  this 
annual  event  is  urged. 


BOOK  REVIEW 


Collectors  of  bank  notes  and  students  of  our  country's  pre-Clvil  War 
history  will  find  the  new  book  State  Bank  Notes  of  Michigan  most  helpful. 
The  author,  Harold  L.  Bowen,  818  Lawrence  Ave.,  Detroit  2,  is  a CSNS 
director  who  has  rendered  service  to  numismatists  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
by  publishing  the  results  of  years  of  research  into  the  subject.  Considering 
the  amount  of  original  material  contained,  the  high  quality  of  paper,  printing 
and  binding,  plus  90  fine  reproductions  of  Michigan  notes,  the  price  of 
$10.00  for  the  book  must  represent  very  little  more  than  its  cost.  Over  half 
of  the  200  pages  are  devoted  to  detailed  descriptions  of  some  500  notes, 
issued  by  95  banks,  railroads  and  insurance  companies  between  1806  and 
1873.  Many  notes  are  quite  rare,  including  36  which  the  author  classifies 
as  unique  at  the  time  of  publication.  Notes  of  several  banks  which  had 
notes  prepared  but  never  issued  any  are  described. 

Portions  of  the  book  deal  with  basic  information  of  great  value  to  col- 
lectors and  students  of  any  early  notes.  This  reviewer  knows  of  no  other 
single  book  in  which  one  can  find  fundamental  information  on  such  a variety 
of  pertinent  subjects  as  alterations,  bank  note  companies,  cost  of  producing 
notes,  counterfeits,  engraving  and  printing  methods,  inks  and  papers  used, 
spurious  notes,  vignettes,  etc.  which  apply  to  notes  of  any  locality.  Of  con- 
siderable interest  also  are  the  numerous  letters,  newspaper  articles  and 
documents.  Their  value  lies  in  giving  a better  understanding  of  economic 
and  business  conditions,  methods  of  banking  and  particularly  the  lack  of 
uniformity  and  soundness  of  the  banks  and  their  notes  prior  to  adoption 
of  the  National  Banking  Act.  Without  doubt,  Mr.  Bowen's  book  will  be  a 
stimulant  to  the  growing  popularity  of  "Broken  Bank  Bills."

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NUMISMATIC  BRIEFS 


No  Gold  Coins  for  Canada.  The  announcement  that  Canada  was  freeing 
gold  from  regulations  that  have  been  effective  since  1931,  brought  the 
comment  from  Ottawa  government  officials  that  the  government  has  no 
intention  of  minting  gold  coins.  All  the  change  in  policy  does  for  numisma- 
tists is  to  allow  Canadian  collectors  to  export  gold  pieces  without  red  tape. 

Israel  Coins  will  be  available  again.  Coins  of  state  of  Israel  will  shortly 
be  available  at  a government  agency  to  be  established  in  New  York  City. 
Israel  closed  its  numismatic  sales  agency  in  New  York  several  years  ago.  One 
of  the  contributing  factors  was  probably  the  poor  quality  of  the  proof  sets 
offered.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  agency  will  supply  collectors  with  first-rate 
proofs. 

Many  New  Clubs.  The  Central  States  area  continues  its  rapid  growth  in 
local  clubs.  Among  those  recently  organized  are:  Frankfort  Numismatic  Club, 
Frankfort,  Ky. , Winona  Coin  Club,  Winona,  Minn.,  DeKalb  Coin  Club, 
DeKalb,  III.,  Fort  Madison  Coin  Club,  Ft.  Madison,  Iowa,  Black  Hills  Coin 
Club,  Rapid  City,  S.D.  Just  a reminder  to  old  clubs  as  well  as  new  ones.  . . 
clubs  are  eligible  for  members  hip  in  CSNS  — the  annual  dues,  just  $1.00. 

Collectors  are  still  asking  for  Proof  Silver  Dollar.  The  campaign  to  induce 
the  Treasury  Department  to  include  the  silver  dollar  in  1957  proof  sets  is 
underway.  One  of  the  Mint  Bureau's  excuses  for  not  striking  proof  silver 
dollars  has  been  that  striking  a denomination  in  proof  only  would  automatic- 
ally create  a rarity.  Collectors  now  feel  that  annual  proof  coin  sales  have 
reached  sufficient  numbers  to  justify  a denomination  being  struck  in  proof 
only. 

CSNS  member  honored.  B.  Max  Mehl  will  be  honored  at  a testimonial 
dinner  on  April  9 at  the  FJotel  Texas,  Fort  Worth,  by  his  fellow  citizens  of 
that  city.  The  event  is  the  Fifth  Annual  Citation  Subscription  Dinner,  spon- 
sored by  the  National  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews,  Inc. 

Bargains  at  Club  Auctions.  Either  for  entertainment  or  to  furnish  funds 
for  the  treasury,  most  coin  clubs  hold  small  auctions  from  time  to  time. 
Once  in  awhile  a great  bargain  turns  up.  The  late  Ftenry  A.  Sternberg 
bought  an  1823  Cent  for  $14.  at  a Chicago  Club  auction.  It  was  sold  in 
Bolender's  sale  last  month  for  $900.00 

Demand  heavy  for  1956  proof  sets.  A report  from  the  Philadelphia  mint 
states  that  orders  for  1956  proof  sets  are  being  received  at  a rate  which 
is  over  double  that  of  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Proof  set  coinage 
reached  the  high  point  of  378,200  sets  in  1955  but  despite  this  record  num- 
ber, the  current  numismatic  periodicals  are  carrying  offers  to  buy  55's  at 
a substantial  premium  over  the  $2.10  issue  price.  This  has,  without  a doubt, 
spurred  early  1956  orders,  plus  the  fact  that  some  who  ordered  late  last 
year  were  disappointed.  In  December  1955  the  Mint  turned  out  over  70,000 
sets,  so  its  physically  possible  to  strike  over  800,000  sets  a year. 
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
